only @ vrief history of the robberies perpetra- 


ted under cover of constructing 
wick and Albany Railroad. 

The foregoing facts are sufficient to show 
that the whole business was no better than a 
barefaced robbery of the State, no private 
capital being invested, yet from the testimo- 
ny it further appears that the roall was very 
badly bnilt ; that, by conclusion with Gov. 
Bullock, bonds were sold for scores of miles 
of road which have not been built to this 
day, and finally, that thetwo laws were di- 
rectly in conflict with the State Constitution, 
which expressly declares that the Legislature

shall not loan the credit of the State “to any 
company in which there is not already an 
equa) amount invested by private persons.” 


The parties most deeply implicated in these 


transactions are the late Gov. bullock, who 


has fled, his right hand man, Hannibal L 
Kimball, who has also disappeared, the firm 


of Henry Clews & Co., of this city, and J. 


Kdwin Conant and William L Conant, con. 
tractors, who, together with Messrs. Clews 
and Kimball, were to divide the profits of the 


contract, or, in other words, the plunder. 


The testimony seems to show that Mr. Clews 
knew of the fraudulent issue of bonds in ad- 
vance of the comple:ion of the work, and 
that he was fully aware of the iniquitous 
character of the law of October 17,1870. It 
was certainly his business to know of the pro- 
vision of the State Constitution which, in the 
view of the Committee, deprives these bonds 
of all sermblace of legality. He was Treas 
urer of the Radical Company, and necessari- 
iy had a great deal to do with the notorious, 

ishonest men who devised the robbery 
There does appear to have been one honest 
man connected with these financial transac 
tions—Mr. Angier the State Treasurer, 
whose services were dispensed with by the 
law passed by the Ring in 1871. It is, per- 
haps, not surprising that the pame of Clews 
is just nuw unpopular in Georgia.

ERS 


Mr. Scott introduced the following bill, 
which was read the first time: 
Be it enacted, That so soon as this act 
shall have been i by two-thirds of two 
successive Legislatures, and shail have been 
fin Ilv rati upon, by a submission to the 
qualified voters of the State, in the manner 
provided by the Constitution; and that the 
Constitution of this State be amended 80 as 
to add the following, clause 4th, sec. 5, 3 art. 
of the same, to wit: 
The General Assembly shall have no pow- 
er to recognize as legal, or make provision by 
law for the payment of the illegal and fraud- 
ulent endorsement of the bonds of various 
railroad companies, and other bonds men- 
tioned in the seversa! acts of the Legislature, 
passed at the July and August session of 
1872, declaring the State’s non-liability upon 
the same. 
Sec. 11. After this act shall have been 
passed by two-thirds, by successive Legisla- 
tures, as by the Constitution provided, it shall 
bethe duty of the Governor, by bis official 
proclamation, to make provision for submit- 
ting the amendment to the quaiified voters of 
this State for fina] rasification or rejection at 
the next general election Occurring more than 
sixty days after passing by two-thirds the 
second time as aforesaid. 
AGRICULTURAL LAND SCRIP. 

The House bill to establish colleges of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts was taken 
up. lt provides for the division of the col- 
lege land scrip fund. 
A Senate bill having the same title was of- 
fered as a substitute, 
Mr. Bryan, of Henry, moved the indefinite 
postponement of the whole matter. He was 
opposed to any division of this fuad, except 
that one-fourth of the interest should be ap- 
plied to the Atlanta colored university, by the 
trustees of the University of Georgia, and 
offered a resolution to that effect. 
Mr. Bacon said if this land scrip was divi- 
ded, there was no section of the Stateso much 
entitled Ww a portion of it as Milledgeville. 
She had been wronged out of the Capital. 
She had the ne builai and the 
advantages of soil, climate and central loca- 
tion, r. Bacon made an carn’ st appeal 
that Milledgeville should receive a portion of 
the land scrip instead of Dahlonega It was 
understood that Dahionega and M illedgeville 
were allies, but now Dallonega was arrayed 
against pk any 

Mr. Seott said ti.ere was a proposition before 
Congress to donate more to this purpose. He 
thought it best that there should be only one 
College of Agriculture in the State, that 
the donation of the fund to Athens was the 
best disposition that could have been made 
of it. Yet he was willing for Dahlonega to 
have $1,500 per year, and the Atianta Univer- 
sity one-quarter of the annual interest, all to 
be under the man ent of the Trustees of 
the University of Georgia, and to be disbursed 
under their direction. 
Mr. Griffia, of Houston thought that some 
of this fund ought to be given w Milledge 
ville. It was proposed to all of it to 
Atlanta aod places north of Atlanta. This 
was not eqvitable. Milledgeville had the 
buildings and land and ought to have some of 
this fund. 
Mr. Phillips said at the proper time he 
would introduce a substitute providing for 
the establishment of an Agricultural 
in the public buildings at Mi 
give it two-thirds of the income of the land 
scrip; did not think this fund ought to be 
scattered; was to Athens because 
the Agricultaral and Literary Colleges would 
work well ther.
